The meeting opened wiih the read- 
Ins of the minutes of the former meet- 
ing. Mr. P\ B. Common, the pri rident 
of the Bocioty, voiced the sentimenif 
lof all present in a few words of ap- 
; precision of the services of the la.e 
: sec; clary, Mr. J. C. Farthing, who i-^ 
Inow in training in Kingston. 

Ihe Law '18 and Tresbyter an it'- 
balers then adjourned to tmot i«f i3jdj 
for their debate. 

"t his half of the meeting was c alled 
to order by the chairman. Mr. Com- 
mon, who announred thai the affirma- 
tive would be supported by the Law 
'18 team and the negative by the Pres. 
byterians. 

The first speaker on the afflrmattve. 
I Mr. MeCaffcry. laid stress ou the point 
that war was essential to national 
territorial expansion, ciilug many ex- 
amples — England. Germany, and soon. 
He held that war was more glorious 
than arbitration. War, he «ssertcî, 
produces stronger alliances, abolishes 
political factions and internal labor 
I troubles, and produces an invigorating 
'and >"trmulatlpR influence.. 

Mr. A. Kay questioned Mr. McCaf- 
fcry's supposition that territorial ex- 
pansion was synonymous with nation- 
al development. In refutation of one 
of Mr. McCaffery's statements, tie as- 
serted that war was not the greatest 
agent in the abolition of drink. 

Mr. Maziir, tie second speaker '.f 
Ihe affirmative, drew from history tt> 
show that war produces greater viril- 
ity and strength In the bellicose Un- 
lions. Nations must have a large field 
of trade. For this, he affirmed, col- 
onies are essential, and as war is 
necessary to the acquisition of col- 
onies, Mr. Ma/.ur therefore deduced 
that war was essential to the better- 
ment of any nation. 

"Luxury obliterates ideals and peace 
promotes luxury." The Itoraan Em- 
p ,e and the United States were taken 
as examples of pcoplcB who suffered 
from a surfeit, or luxury. War, too, lio 
'i In. impaits greater religious fervor, 
cii.ng the Paris of to-day as an ex- 
ample. War Improves nations, he said, 
both economically and socially. 

Mr. (ïrler on Roman Army. 

Mr. .1. Grier. the last man to speak, 
expressed his belief that Rome did not 
decline because of a protracted period 
of peace, but rather because of the 
luxuries brought Into the country, In 
the form of plunder and slaves, by t1»| 
victorious Roman army. Authorities 
tor this belief were mentioned. Trade | 
can Increase without, territorial ex- 
pansion, The United States, he fu|i 
sure, have developed in peace more 
than in war. Disraeli said: "W.r ia 
never a solution, but an aggravation, " 
while David Starr Jordan said that 
"Confusion, debt, and bankruptcy came 
band iu hand with war." As war sheds 
the best blood, the second-rate ele- 
ment. Is left to produce future genera- 
tions of the race. 

Mr. McCaffery, in rebuttal, look Is- 
sue with the supporters of the nega- 
tive In many of their assertion*. 

While Dr. Fryer, the judge, was 
reaching a decision, an interesting 
general discussion took place. 

Dr. Fryer, in announcing hi*, de- 
cision, said that, be felt that the de- 
cision must go to the Theological CoJ.

He must 
have been a member of the editorial 
staff of The Daily for a period of at 
least sixty f6>») issues, and he shall be 
nominated in writing by twenty-five 
(23) students. Such nominations muse 
he banded to the secretary of the Stu- 
dents' Society at least two weeks be- 
fore the date of the election and mad" 
public, l>y him at least on" week be 
fore that date. In the event of the I 
offirr becoming vacant from any cause J 
a successor shall be appointed to hold | 
office for the remainder of the. term. 
Ihe pioredttre of election being the 
same as at the regular elections in the 
spring.' "

The 
necessity for a civil engineer to be thoroughly competent in all his 
subjects, from Bridge Design and Theory of Structures down to 
Engineering Law, is not so strong as for a medical man to know 
his subjects. The latter will be useful after the war to help his 
fellow-beings, many of whom will not have hands for draughting 
or legs to walk across bridges.

"Get up If you're coming," said me 
Corporal, and Private Sawbones rose 
and dressed in the light of the smoky 
oil lamp, slipping his cold feet into 
dirty boots to complete an otherwise 
porfect toilet.

But their old-world sleepi- 
ness was disturbed by bugle calls and 
the tramping of men and horses. 
Every village was full of troops — Can- 
adians here, A. S. C.'s there, Hussars 
at the next.

From British Co-

spite of the inauguration of a full <our 
years' course for the B.A. degree in 
the new University, to which McGill 
friends of British Columbia will send 
cordial congratulations and good 
wishes. 

McGill Is sharing the experience of 
other Canadian universities in thc in- 
crease in the number of dts women 
students, a phenomenon which is like- 
ly to continue as thc war brings home 
the lessons so vividly imparled in Eur- 
ope of thc demand tor tho services of 
women of training and experience lo 
share In each nation's work. While 
this demand has not yet. shown itscii 
In any similar dogree in Canada, it 
would be strange if she failed to note 
thc significance of what is happening 
abroad, and imprudent, if she did not 
follow the lead so well given and so 
fully justified by events. Thc duly of 
preparedness In education for the 
wealthy as well as the poor seems 
plainer in strenuous times, when thc 
relative value of life and or property 
Is more truly appreciated. Thc poor 
learn doubly the bitterness or their 
Ignorance, and thc rich rind them- 
selves impotent unless their holier in 
personal capacity has surpassed their 
dependence upon wealth aud privilege. 
Women's sympathies and co-operation 
should be the more ardently enlisted 
on behalf of education everywhere, for 
its quality as well as quautity, and for 



to pull lhe. heels and toes together. 
When one stands on the Iocs theso 
muscles help, with those ot the calf, 
to pull the heel up rrom the ground. 
The ligaments are rirm, inelastic 
bands that net like I russes to prevent 
the arch rrom spreading. 

"If thc supports of the root— the 
muscles and ligaments— waste away 
or stretch thc ends of the arch spread, 
the Instep flattens, thc bones press 
upon the sensitive nerves and cause ; 
pain, while thc natural springiness 
of tho foot, as impaired and walking 
becomes less easy. One of three con- 
dltlons results— a weak foot, flat foot; 
without pain or painful flat fJOt. 

"The common causes of flat foot 
aro improper shoes and faults in 
standing and walking. Barefoot peo- 
ple for the most part walk with the 
toes pointing forward or a little in- ! 
ward. Their toeB all get a firm hold ! 
on lhe ground, the front, of the foot 
its broad and elastic, the loot muscles 
are strong and springy and well de- 
veloped, and the weight or the body is 
carried on the strongest part or tho j 
foot— the outer side, which rests on 
thc ground for its whole length. 

"Shoe-wearing people are taufcht to 
toe out, so that they get HI lie use 
from the fourth and fifth toes, ami 
so throw their weight on the Inner or 
weak side of the fool. The stiff shoe 
docs not permit free play for the mus. 
clcs, which become cramped, weak and 
wasted. Pointed shoes crowd the great 
;toe against the other toes, make the 
Ifoot roll inward and increase lhe ten- 
dency to "flat foot. 

"A proper shoe is one that does not' 
cramp the toes, especially tho great 
toe; that is flexible enough to allow 
tho foot to be moved freely in all dii- 
ections; and that holds the heel audi 
instep snugly without cramping the [ 
foot. One with a flexiblo arch Is de- 
sirable. Such a shoe should be shap- 
ed to the natural shape of your fool. 
Proper socks arc almost as Important 
as proper shoes. A sock t hat Is too 
snug will cramp the foot and crowd 
the toes, making walking hard aud 
preventing free muscular action. One 
that is too thick causes sweating of 
the feet, which makes lhe skin tender 
and also leads lo sores, blisters and ; 
soft corns, as well as rotting tho shoes. 
It Is best to wear n medium weight ! 
sock or wool and cotton and use a 
fresh paiar daily. Wash the reef In 
cold water daily after removing the 
shoes and use soap sparingly."

The return of "Omar the Tent- 
maker," Richard Vallon Tully'a mas- 
terpiece adapted from the drmnortal 
• Rubaiyat of U.mar Khuyiam," was 
presented before a capacity house at 
the Princess Theatre last evening.

his best. 

Mies Louise Grassier lends charm

Omar and 
Zhireen, also acts her part excellently. 

Considerable artistic effect is given 
to the entire production by spectacu- 
lar electric lighting during the per- 
formance.
